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(54) High visibility seat belt 

(57) A vehicle seat belt (1) has high 
visibility material (2) attached thereto 
SO that it can be easily seen from 
outside The vehicle. The material may 
be reflective or luminous and 
attached by stitching or chemical 
bonding.
